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Arbitrator Rules on Disputed Benefits 
for Former City of Romulus epi a

Former Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and 10 other former City em- 
ployees (Steve Banko, Lynn Conway, 
William Greenslait, Marilyn Hoffer, Betsy 
Krampitz, Donovan McGuire, Marilyn 
Radford, Matthew Raftary, Mel Zilka, 
and the now deceased James Panos) 
have won only a partial victory in their 
legal battle to recover certain retire- 
ment benefits that were rescinded in 
1996, afew months after current Mayor 
William M. Oakley took office. 
Some Background 

In 1990, the Romulus City Council 
adopted a Policy and Procedure Manual 
(PPM) which established a schedule of 
retirement benefits for City employees 
not covered by a collective bargaining 
agreement. In part, the PPM called for 
the City to pay 50% of the life, health, 
and dental insurance premiums for re- 
tirees who had served a minimum of 10 
years; 75% for those who had worked at 
least 15 years; and 100% for all who 
had at least 20 years of service. The 
PPM also stated that these benefits 
could not be diminished after an 
employee's retirement or termination. 

In 1993, then-Mayor McAnally told 
nonunion employees that their benefits 
were going to be modified. In return for 
concessions in compensation, sick, va- 
cation, and personal-business time, the 
employees would receive an increase 
in their retirement package: 50% pre- 


mium payments after five years, 75% 
after eight years, and 100% after 10 
years, as well as a $30,000 increase — 
from $20,000 to $50,000 — in the value 
of their life insurance. 

When McAnally presented these 
changes to Council during the "Mayor's 
Report" portion of the Council's Novem- 
ber 1, 1993 meeting, no action was 
taken. (According to Councilman William 
Wadsworth, who testified onthe matter, 
itwas "understood" that updates would 
be proposed from time to time, and that 
these would not require a vote unless 
the Council raised some objection.) 
Since no objections were raised during 
the meeting — an assertion that was 
confirmed by Councilman Randolph 
Gear — the benefits were implemented. 

Not much later, City employee Jan 


5 Ark, who hadretiredafter the 1993 PPM 
Went into effect, petitioned Council to 


have the City administer her case ac- 
cording to the guidelines established in 
the original PPM (which would have 
provided her with better benefits), but 
Council referred Ark’s request to the 
administration. In the end, her benefits 
were paid according to the 1993 PPM. 

In 1995 — prior to the November 
election in which Oakley defeated 
McAnally by avery slim margin —further 
increases were enacted (80% premium 
payments after five years, 90% after 
eight years, and 100% after 10 years). 
Although Oakley would normally have 
assumed office within a week of the 
election, McAnally asked for a recount, 
and remained in office for several more 
weeks while the City awaited the official 
vote tally. It was during this “lame duck" 
period (on December 4, 1995) that 
McAnally brought the latest benefit in- 
creases to the attention of the Council. 
Again, the package was received with- 
out objection. 

Accordingly, when McAnally appoin- 
tee Marilyn Hoffer retired and the others 
were terminated (between November 
10, 1995, and January 12, 1996), they 
began receiving benefits as spelled out 
inthe 1995 PPM. The payments contin- 
ued for several months; then, on April 8, 
1996, the Council voted to reaffirm the 
1990 PPM as the City's official guide. 
McAnally and her former appointees 
were notified of the change in their 
benefits the following month. They de- 
cided to file suit against the City. 
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Former Mayor Baverly McAnally 


The Arbitrator's Decision 

Following various legal maneuvers, 
the parties agreed to settle their remain- 
ing disagreements through arbitration. 
On May 10, 2000, arbitrator William P. 
Daniel handed down a decision that 
restored the employees’ benefits to the 
1993 level, but not to the 1995 level. 

First of all, Daniel stated that the 
Council's 1990 resolution establishing 
nonunion employees’ benefits “... was 
done in the proper form and in accor- 
dance with the Charter. Though some 
evidence would indicate that it was the 
intent of the council at that time simply 
toreceive recommendations of changes 
in the future but not to have any forma! 
vote, the law on the subject is clear that 
regardless of that intent, it could not act 
in that fashion ...” 

Having determined that “... silence 
did not constitute the necessary legal 
resolution under the Charter ..." Danie! 
ruled thatthe 1995 revisions were never 
legally adopted. The same would have 
been true of the 1993 revisions if tt 
hadn't been for Council's knowledge of 
the Ark petition. 

“... The council, in denying her re- 
quest, publicly and as a matter of record, 
took the position that at that time ... that 
employee was entitled only to benefits 
‘in effect at the time of retirement.” 
stated Daniel. “This clearly was a ratifi- 
cation and an adoption of the PPM that

Ex-Councilman Raspberry Supports Well 


Editor's note: The following letter — 
dated June 17, 2000 — was written to 
Mr. Russell J. Harding, Director of the 
Michigan Department of Environmental! 
Quality, by Mr. Jimmie C. Raspberry, 
ex-Councilman for the City of Romulus. 
Dear Mr. Harding: 

| am writing to you as a former 
Senior Romulus City Councilman in 
support of the Environmental Disposal 
systems, Inc. (EDS) injection wells 
planned on Citrin Drive in Romulus. 

lt has been my honor and privilege 
to have served as a Romulus Constable 
and as a uniformed Police Officer from 
1955 to 1961; a Romulus Trustee from 
1961 to 1970; and as a Romulus City 
Councilman from 1970 to 1973, 1975to 
1985, and 1987 to 1997. | have served 
longer as a Romulus City Councilman 
than any other person. In addition, | 
have served as amember of the Romu- 
lus Planning Commission. 

My responsibilities were to a//of the 
citizens of Romulus, not just those who 
made the most noise. One of my re- 
sponsibilities as a Councilman was to 
protect the health, safety, and welfare of 





our citizens. In the past, | fought hard 
against dumps, landfills, and other sus- 
pected polluters where there was just 
cause. | fought against Michigan Re- 
covery, a toxic-waste company located 
less than a mile from my family and my 
home, because they had open lagoons 
filled with toxic waste. Now, they dump 
the waste down our sewer system, which 
then ends up back in our drinking wa- 
ters. Instead of dumping down the sewer, 
they should use a deep-injection well to 
keep it out of the environment. 

During the past ten years (since 
EDS first came to Romulus in 1990), | 
have taken the time to learn what | can 
about deep-injection wells. | have re- 
viewed letters from your Geological 
Survey and Waste Management Divi- 
sions, as well as from the States of 
California, Colorado, Florida, Ohio, Loui- 
Siana, and Texas, andread reports from 
other EPAbranch offices, from Canada, 
and from Professors of Geology at the 
University of Michigan and Western 
Michigan University. | have concluded 
that injection wells, such as the ones 
which EDS plans to construct on Citrin

Drive, are safe for our community and 
will help clean up our environment by 
providing a source of safe and perma- 
nent disposal of toxic waste. 

| have also concluded that if deep- 
injection wells were not safe, our state 
and federal governments would not al- 
low them to be built and operated, and 
our university professors would not sign 
their names to reports which say that 
the wells are safe. This is only logical. 
We citizens must rely on our govern- 
ment and university experts in such 
matters —the alternative would be chaos. 

The first EDS injection well has 
been built and, | understand, tested to 
determine if it is safe. Surely, the test 
results speak for themselves — either 
the well is safe or it isn't. | expect that 
your department has now made that 
determination and you should stand 
behind it, regardless of how loud a few 
misguided and uninformed individuals 
scream and yell. 

The few protestors in Romulus (Ro- 
mulus Environmentalists Care About 
People, or RECAP) must have ulterior 
motives other than stopping EDS for 
“environmental” reasons. They ignore 
contaminated sites which need to be 
cleaned up, but aren't, because no 
money is available to pay for it. They 
ignore continued illegal dumping in our 


streams and ditches. All this just to criti- 


cize a proven form of safe liquid-waste 


disposal. Whenever these protestors 
are asked, by other citizens and report- 
ers from our local newspapers, for evi- 
dence to back up their wild statements, 
they refuse and accuse the asking party 
of being "bought off" by EDS. (Why is it 
that these protestors’ strongest sup- 
porters are EDS' competitors, who con- 
tinue to pump toxins into our sewers 
and then on into our rivers and lakes?) 

In conclusion, | want you to know 
that |, a former Senior Romulus City 
Councilman and long-term Romulus 
resident, welcome EDS' injection wells 
in Ourcommunity and | recommend that 
you approve EDS' construction permit 
as soon as possible.

had been in effect for some time with full 
knowledge of the council ..." 

Before concluding his order, Daniel 
also commented on the provisions that 
the 1995 benefit package attempted to 
establish. In his opinion, they “... pro- 
posed some very extraordinary ben- 
efits with considerable future cost to the 
city ..." and "... would seem to be far 
beyond what any employee in a nor- 
mal employment situation could ever 
achieve ..." 

The Reaction 

Although McAnally declined to an- 
Swer our questions, both Oakley and 
City Attorney Stephen Hitchcock were 
willing to comment on the decision. 

"The entire sequence of events 
speaks for itself,” said Oakley. "Obvi- 
ously, the Romulus taxpayer has been 
taken advantage of and now must pay
